It seems to follow, necessarily too, that 
the Heads of Departments in wdiom the power of ap­ 
pointing inferior officers is by law vested agreeably to 
the constitution, may remove them without the consent 
ol the Senate, and without being bound to exhibit the 
case, or the reasons inducing the change, to the Senate, 
either before or after the act is performed.

It imifct be gmlifyiiig to the lovers of justice to know, 
that the investigations now in progress in the t'ily Coun­ 
cil, will hereafter prevent that kind of speculatioi: on 
the public funds, which has for a long time been the 
common praciioc of men in high stations. 
It is now 
proved to a certainty, which has been long known to n 
number of itnJivifluitis who have been acquainted with 
the city work, that commiUees appointed to sec to the 
busiiies.s ol public buildings, and other works belonging 
to the city, have used the power invested in them for 
their own personal benefit. 
One of the Aldermen, not 
satisfied with furni.'liing improper stock for the city 
work, has, by the u.se of power not given to him, been 
guilty ot an act of tyranny towards a meclianic and a 
telknv citizen, which would f e a disgrace to any man of 
common liumanity. 
I’rivatc griefs, and private wrongs, 
in most cases, are unlieeded by the public. 
Bui when 
a fellcvv citizen is injured by a publi ■ servant in Ills of­ 
ficial capacity— vvlien a man is tlepi ived of his means 
ol living for teliiiig the truth to an Alderman’s face, bo 
certainly lui.s a right to appeal to tlie public, at lea.st, in 
self delcnce. 
Huch, fellow citizens, i.s my case, 
it has 
long been known to persons lioiiig work fur the city, 
that Jabez Ellis, Alderman of the city of Boston, has 
bi'en ill the hnbit of furnishing lumber to tliq city, w hich 
was not suitable for the purposes intended. 
And for 
stating to him, that lumhcr, sold last November for the 
South Boston old bridge, was not fit to use, he discharg­ 
ed me from the sroik. 
Not satisfied with this n.anifes- 
taliou of his vengeance on me, the next month he in­ 
sisted Oil luy discharge from the Franklin School House, 
lor the same reason 1 was discharged on the bridge.— 
'I’hat i.s, for what I hud said to him about the lumber 
iKsed on the bridge. 
I now state that no fault wa.s found 
by my employer with my work ; so far from this, .^Ir 
Seth Tliaxler, Jr. told me he never wanted me so uiucli 
in hi.s life— and when Ellis gave orders for discharging 
me, 'I'haxter told him that 1 had worked for his father 
(('apt Seth 'I’hu.vter) first and last for a number of years, 
and that 1 had w'orked for him , and lie now wished me 
to work. 
lillis gave him ( I ’haxter) to understand, as lie inform­ 
ed me, that Tha.vler could not have the work if 1 was 
retained in einploymeiit. 
'I'haxter told me 1 mu.st not 
blame him, for it would not do for him ti#retain me, 
althougli he would if he could ; and he told me at the 
same time to go to the shop, and if there was any work 
to do, I should liaVe it. 
In a short time, a very few 
day.s, there was no work to do except the School 
House, then in hand—and I was, in consequence, 
thrown out of a whole w inter's work, to gratify the un­ 
tiring and insatiable vengeance of Alderman Ellis. 
If 
he knew' the circumstances mwler which he placed me 
by this liigh-lianded outrage, he might possibly have 
glutted his soul witli revenge even to his heart’s content, 
if such a thing could be possible. 
I bad, as before 
stated, wovked for Seth '1 haxter, Jr. and for liis father. 
I a.ssisted in building the Franklin School Hou.se, the 
wood work of which was done with good slock, by 
Capt Seth 'I’haxter, to the entire satisfaction of the 
Committee. 
1 also worked on the same building for 
some weeks last year, when the house was repaired, by 
taking out the inside work, and replacing it with im­ 
provements, and expected to have worked on it after it 
was burnt, after it was ascertained that Mr Thaxter 
would do it, ns he had done the building nud repairs as 
before mentioned. 
But Jabez Ellis, in the {»lenitude of 
his power, ordered otherwise.

which came from his yard—and for remonstrating with 
him on the occasion, 1 have been abused in the manner 
stated. 
Due day, while on the bridge at work, Ellis came 
along in his chaise and asked me why I did not put the 
best side of a plank up, uhi/»li I was then tnj ins— I 
told him I had pul ibe poorest side dowm, and I was 
obliged to let the opposite side come up. 
'I'he truth 
was, the plank was rotten from both surfaces to the 
centre, and although I could generally tell which side of 
a plank was best, 1 must confess 1 was puzzled here.

told him at the time that he had found more fault w ith 
me that day, than Capt 'I'liaxter had in the long course 
of years I had known him. 
I worked on Essex street 
church for him in 1819, and since from time to time. 
Ellis said It was none of my business what lumber he 
sold to the city— I replied J was a citizen, and a tax 
flayer, and it was the d u ty of every man, and his right, 
to see the community was not injured.
